The  Fightino  Clhristians  opened  up  the  1949  loothall  season  with  a  bang.  The  Christians  deieated 
a  hopelessly  outclassed  Edenton  Marine  eleven  by  the  one-sided  score  of  80-0.  This  was  the  highest 
opening-game  score  accomplished  by  any  team  in  the  state,  and  it  is  also  the  highest  score  ever  re- 
corded by  an  Elon  College  team.  No  less  than  eleven  Elon  backs  had  a  hand  in  the  score  column, 
with  Barger  and  Brigman  scoring  twice  each. 

After  a  successful  opening-game  rout,  the  Christians  traveled  to  Wilson,  N.  C,  and  defeated  a 
spirited  A.C.C.  eleven.  Led  by  Barger,  Biangardi,  Tingley,  Grayson,  Causey,  Melvin  and  Johnson, 
the  Christians  routed  the  Bulldogs  of  A.C.C.  33-0.  This  was  the  first  conference  win  for  the  rejuve- 
nated Fighting  Christians. 

Out  of  the  mountains  on  Sept.  30  came  the  Mountaineers  of  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College 
to  put  a  halt  to  the  Fighting  Christians'  two-game  winning  streak.  The  Christians  were  defeated 
14-0  by  a  team  that  was  without  victory  in  its  first  two  games.  A  hard-charging  Christian  line  led 
ijy  Johnson,  De  Simone,  and  Gero  was  not  enough  against  this  rugged  rival.  Tingley,  Savini,  Marsh- 
burn,  Grayson,  and  Brigman  starred  on  offense  for  the  Fighting  Christian  eleven. 

The  Fighting  Christian  eleven  added  E.C.T.C.  ne.xt  to  their  list  of  victims,  when  they  traveled 
to  Greenville  and  defeated  the  Pirates  in  their  home-coming  game  33-7.  The  Pirates  scored  first 
Ijut  this  lead  was  short  lived  when  the  Maroon  and  Gold  offensive  unit  started  rolling.  On  defense 
Gentry,  Melvin,  Ludwig,  De  Simone,  and  Tingley  were  superb,  while  on  offense  the  names  of  Gray- 
son, Brigman,  Barger,  and  Marshburn  were  very  much  entrenced  in  the  minds  of  the  followers  of 
the  Christian  eleven. 

Elon  ne.xt  played  host  to  a  tricky  Newberry  Indian  ele\en  led  by  Little  all-.-\merican  Hank  Witt, 
at  Burlington  Stadium.  This  was  by  far  one  of  the  outstanding  games  on  the  Christian  schedule. 
The  Christian  line  led  by  Gero,  De  Simone  and  Gentry  on  defense  constantly  rushed  the  Newberry 
Ace.  Starring  on  offense  in  the  26-12  victory  were  Brigman,  Reece,  Marshburn,  Grayson,  John- 
son, Savini  and  Barger.  The  offensive  forward  wall  led  by  Manzi,  Moffo  and  Ellis  opened  up  holes 
repeatedly  for  the  elusive  Christian  back-field. 

Revenge  was  sweet  at  Salisbury  when  the  Fighting  Christians  finally  o\ercame  an  eight-year-old 
jinx  and  defeated  their  ancient  rival,  the  Catawba  Indians,  20-13.  A  hard-charging  defensive  line 
led  by  Melvin,  De  Simone,  Ludwig  and  Causey  finally  brought  home  victory  from  the  Indian  home- 
coming game.  Offensively  Erickson,  Biangardi,  Barger,  Tingley,  Grayson,  Brigman,  Manzi,  and 
Ellis  were  nothing  short  of  sensational. 

By  now  the  Christian  eleven  was  well  known  as  home-coming  spoilers.  Everyone  who  made  the 
trip  to  Norfolk  had  a  hand  in  the  41-0  rout  of  the  .Apprentice  School  eleven.    To  mention  all  thai 
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starred  in  this  affair  would  he  impossible.     E\'eryone  on  the  squad  played  well;  some  of  those  who 
had  a  hand  in  the  victory  are  Reid,  Marshburn,  Reno,  Johnson,  Reece,  Butler  and  Brigman. 

The  Fighting  Christians,  after  spoiling  the  home-coming  of  three  of  their  opponents,  had  a  home- 
coming of  their  own.  On  Friday,  Nov.  4,  the  Christians  entertained  the  Panthers  of  High  Point 
College.  The  home-coming  alumni  saw  the  Christians  win  their  fifth  straight  contest  by  the  score 
of  J I -7.  Superb  blocking  by  the  offensive  team  enabled  Barger,  Biangardi,  Brigman,  Reece,  Gray- 
son, Erickson  and  company  to  penetrate  the  Panther  defense  at  will.  Defensively  Hank  De  Simone 
was  at  his  best.  Hank  blocked  and  reco\ered  a  Panther  punt  on  their  nine  yard  line  that  set  up  the 
third  touchdown. 

.'Kfter  winning  five  straight  games,  the  Christian  offensi\e  for  the  second  time  diu-ing  the  season 
sputtered.  The  Bears  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  defeated  the  Maroon  and  Gold  aggregation  at  Hickory 
19-7.  The  Christians  had  many  scoring  opportunities  but  could  not  get  up  enough  steam  to  out 
score  their  worthy  opponent.  Lou  Rochelli  made  his  debut  from  the  Jayvees  and  was  outstanding 
along  with  Erickson,  Tingley,  Gentry  and  MeKin. 

The  student  body  of  Elon  went  home  for  a  turkey  dinner  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  The  football 
team  stayed  behind  to  make  turkey  of  the  Guilford  College  Quakers  by  the  score  of  33-0.  A  hea\y 
forward  wall  led  by  Gero,  Gentry,  Melvin,  and  Company  smashed  the  Quaker  offense  unmercifully 
all  day.  Touchdowns  were  scored  by  Barger,  Erickson,  Johnson,  Marshburn,  and  Tingley.  This 
was  also  a  farewell  to  college  competition  for  Manzi,  Gentry,  Melvin,  Causey,  Savini,  Hardy,  Perry 
and  Reece,  who  had  played  four  years  of  brilliant  football  for  the  Fighting  Christians. 

Salute:  to  the  Offensive  Unit. 

With  the  instituting  of  the  two  team  platoon  system,  it  is  impossible  to  give  recognition  to  all. 
The  offensive  unit  was  outstanding  all  season  long  with  a  mixture  of  veterans  and  first  year  men. 
Manzi,  Causey,  Renn,  Melvin,  Gentry,  Ellis,  Elkins,  Johnson,  Moffo,  Hardy,  and  Ludwig  were 
the  boys  in  the  foreward  wall  that  made  it  possible  for  the  Fighting  C^hristians  scat  backs  to  move 
the  ball  effectively  through  a  highly  successful  season. 

With  the  bringing  down  of  the  curtain  on  the  1949  season,  we  salute  Claude  Manzi,  winner  of 
the  Most  \'aluable  Player  award  and  All-Conference  guard  in  1947,  A  tribute  to  Claude  Gentry, 
the  Most  \'aluable  Player  of  1948  and  an  All-Conference  End  in  1949.
